I wanted to seo would not be available we would be speaking again tonight. 1 had looked 
forward to that* I had hoped that in telling you what Z bsvc learned since vti last spoke 
quite aside from what ia involved in the freedom of Information litigation it might have 
meant something tc you that in torn might have saant I'd understand more. 

The enclosed affidavits I hopa you and Dr. Carrico will agree to affirm ooce mostly 
from your War ran Coarisslon testimony end from what you both told me in 1971. 1 believe 
that only Dr. Carrico's description to me of how tin clothes were cut off is not Just 
about vorbatin from his testimony. The RisaXl percentage not fror your testimony will be 
apparent. Both affidavits do address whether or not certain teats ahould have bean per- 
formed. This is why much cf your earlier testimony ic not rslsvtnt. The existence or 
noo-extstcaoe of the tosts the results of .vhioh are . ought is the mandate to s» from the 
federal court of appeals, and ©a* wey of oddroaeing tlia* ie estcbliahiag a he- d l'or thorn 
to have boon cade. They also said it should be dooo through those with pereonal knowledge.
